company still enjoys. The company’s invest- 
ments at book value amount to £26,033, and 
are all Government or trustee securities, 
which, if sold to-day, would vield at least 
U5 per cent. more than the figure in the 
balance sheet. 

The profit and loss. account again shows 
a loss, which, after taking credit for income 
from investments, is 41,126, and to this a 
bis of £2,255 has been added for deprecia- 
ion. 

In concluding, Mr. Fayes said he hoped 
that there would be an inereased demand 
for rubber before the next annual meeting,

HE Irish Beet Growers’ Association wel- 

I comes the bill to extend the produc- 
tion of sugar from ay heet grown in 

this country, said Mr. John H. Greene, chair- 
man of the organisation, in a statement issued 
last evening. i 
His association, he proceeded, never antici- 
pated that the industry could be extended 
on a purely proprietary basis, such as the 


Carlow yay ó because it recognised that in 


the case of a State-aided industry (in this case 
a branch of agriculture) capital interests could 
not be atiorded large returns without an ex- 
travagant subsidy, The association had in mind 
the extension of the industry on co-opera- 
tive lines, such as the creameries, but ap- 
parently that cid not appeal to the Govern- 
ment, 

The suggested price of 20s, a ton om the 
resent basis of calculation represented, said 
Mr. Greene, a reduction of 9s. per ton on the 
price now being paid by the Carlow Factory. 
That price did not appeal to them, and they 
had warned the Government that they had 
selected a bail usly low minimum, They 
hoped that the Government would see its way 
to amend the price. 


THE NEW FACTORIES. 

It was their intention, however, to give 
the Government all the assistance in their 
power, when the sites were selected for the 
new factories, in procuring contracts for them, 
as they recognised, judging by the speeches 
in the Dail, that if the industry was not 
extended by the present Government it was 
not likely to be extended by any succeeding 


one. 
With regard to the fact that the by-pro- 
ducts were to be given free to farmers, Mr. 
Greene said that most farmers who had been 
supplying Carlow had learned to appreciate 
the value of molassed pulp, Feeders of cattle 
and sheep who had intracduced sugar beet into 
their crop rotation instead of turnips and 
mangels would agree that the Minister had 
not put too high a value on them when he 
estimated that they were worth 3s. 9d. per 
ton of beet. One must not lose sight of the 
fact, however, that a great many farmers 
did not want the pulp, and that the total 
output of the Carlow factory failed to find 
purchasers in that county, so that with four 
t.mes the output the value of pulp to the 
srower who would not, or could not, use it 
himself would be very little, and in that 
event a cheap feeding stuff would be made 
available to farmers who were not beet 
growers. 


GOOD EFFECTS. 

Nobody, Mr. Greene added, seemed to 
realise that the producion of sugar beet had 
produced more good effects indirectly than 
directly. Farms, by reason of higher cultiva- 
tion and manuring given to beet had in- 
creased the productivity of the land for the 
whole four or five years of the rotation, and 
also it had transformed the unprofitable feed- 
ing of stock during the winter on turnips 
and mangels into a profitable business—at 
least what would be a profitable business if 
the live-stock trade was normal.

GERMAN DELEGATES | 


From EEUTER 8 CoRRESPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS, Tuesday. 
HE discussion of various methods which 
might be adopted by trades unions with 
a view to the prevention of war, occu- 
pied the attention of the sixth triennial Con- 
gress of the International Federation of 
Trade Unions here to-day, when the question 
of ‘ Action against Fascism *’ was dealt with.

Opening the discussion, Mr, Walter 
Schevenels, a Belgian delegate resident in 
Paris, said that the French organisation had 


examined the utility of general strikes as a> 


means to enforce attention to their views. The 
general cotcensus of opinion, however, he 
said, at a time when everything seemed to in- 
dicate the imminence of another war, was 
against strikes, but in favour of the better 
education of the masses and the international 
organisation of demonstrations against war, 
the tranport of armaments and the mobilisa- 
tion of troops. ' 

The absence from the Congress of official 
German representatives was commented upon 
by Mr. Walter M. Citrine, the President of 
the Congress, in an interview. 

“We are sorry, he said, “that there is 
no official German delegation here, but that 
will not stop our work at all.” 

In this Mr. Walkden, Chairman of the 
Trade Union Council in England, concurred. 

Reference to the abolition of independen* 
trade unions in Germany was made in an 
interview by Mr. George Hicks, M.P. “ There 
can he no dictatorship without the aid of 
capitalists,’’ he said, ‘‘ The day is past when 
men can dictate economic movemeltts. 
Economic movements now dictate the lives of 
men.” 

A demand for investigation into the 
strength of the Fascist Party in every country 
was made by M. Knypers, a Dutch delegate. 
The trade unions, he said, should have taken 
action against Fascism long ago. 

Ta strictest control over arms’ factories 
was recommended bv a Belgian delegate.

An eminent English scholar recently has 
confessed in public that throughout his 
academic career he has cherished a secret 
passion for housework. His manly 
utterance will stir a responsive chord in 
many a good man’s heart. It is at such 
moments of frank unburdening that we 
are made to realise how thin and brittle 
is the veneer of civilisation imposed upon 
us. The sedentary man sometimes will 
toy wistfully with the idea that he was 
designed by nature to play in life a 
dashing and romantic réle. He will see 
himself as commander of a-forlorn hope, 
leading a cavalry charge into the jaws of 
death, or pushing his way through a 
tropical jungle where the natives lurk in 
wait with poisoned arrows. Deep down in. 
his heart, however, he has no real wish for 
these dreams to come true. He knows— 
although, unlike Professor A. E. Heath, 
he seldom will confess it—that true 
romance and adventure await him in the 


kitchen. A short period of grass- 
widowhood awakens in him _ primitive 
instincts from the dawn of man. As he 


takes the day’s joint from the hands of the 
butcher’s boy at the back-door he feels 
something of the pride of a remote ancestor 
when he speared his first pterodactyl. 
The blood of crusading forefathers, who 
beheld the Holy City from afar surges in 
his veins as he decides to take up the 
drawingroom carpet and whitewash the 
scullery ceiling before his wife returns. 
Yet it is well for him if that return is not 
long delayed. Like the poet’s description 
of love in a hut, his life soon becomes 
largely composed of ‘cinders, ashes.

In political circies just now there is 
much talk about the future activities of 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in consequence 
of the virtua] collapse of a conference 
which was to have crowned his career, and 
“to have restored some of his waning 
prestige. It has been suggested that, he 
may be disposed to retire from the post 
of Prime Minister, taking a Peerage, 
and refraining from active politics. This 
step is most “unlikely, however, since Mr, 
Macdonald has little liking for the 
obscurity of the House of Lords, recalling 
the fate of Lord Snowden, now seldom 
seen or heard. That he will ever fight 
another general - election is improbable, 
since the present Government has still some 
time to run, but that he will retire from 
leadership: until he is compelled by the 
force of circumstances that he cannot 
control is most unlikely. The possibility 
is that the Prime Minister, during his 
month's rest at Lossiemouth, will think 
out some new plan, and will present it 
during the autumn. He still clings to 
the hope that the World Economic Con- 
ference will yet prove a success, and that

A Stabilised Dollar. 


The demand for a stabilised dollar Is 
becoming very strong in the L nited States, 
The dollar, says the National City Bank, 
ia its Review, published to-day, can be 
permanently kept down only by the 
exercise of measures to maintain American 
prices above world prices or by formal de- 
valuation. The progress of American tn- 
dustry indicates that a 50 per cent. de- 
valuation of the dollar is quite unneces- 
sary. This improvement has been remark- 
able. Net earnings of 165 representative 
companies in the United States in the 
second quarter of this year amounted to 
67.000,000 dollars, compared with 5,000,000 
dollars in the same period of 1982. 
According to good American sources, trade 
will go better still in the autumn. This 
view is based on the fact that retail stores 
are showing greater volume of sales, and 
that mail order business with agricultural 
districts has grown quickly. 


The Davis Cup. 


The suggestion is made to-day that the 
Davis. Cup should be shown to Englis't 
people by the Lawn Tennis Association. 
Displays could be arranged possibly tn 
some of the larger parks where much 
tennis is played. The cup will be on view

Taxicab Fares. 


London taxicabs to-day contained 4 
notice that threepence had been added to 
the fare by the authority of the Home 
Secretary, and it appears that many 
people were annoyed by the small extra 
charge, and because of it cut down the 
tips usually given to the drivers... No 
fewer than 8,000 taximeters were adorned 
with the white notice issued from Scotland 
Yard, but when the cabs undergo ihe 
annual overhauling, new meters will have 
to be installed, with the cost of the first 
unit increased. The expense.of the instal- 
lation will be borne by the companies 
hiring out the cabs. The taxicab drivers 
naturally are very resentful of the in- 
creased charge ; complaining that, in most 
cases, the customer takes it out of the tip. 
It is quite possible that taxis will 
continue to decline in popularity owing 
to the addition. People already show an 
increasing inclination to make use of the 
underground tubes and omnibuses. A new 
order just issued lays down that the 
upholstery and fittings of taxicabs must 
be thoroughly clean, of good quality 
material, and fit for public use.

NATIONAL GUARD | 
THE OBJECTIVE? 


MR. DE VALERA AND A 
_ DICTATORSHIP.

STORMY start, and an even more 
stormy finish, marked the Dail pro- 
ceedings yesterday, both being in connec- 
tion with the recent round-up of arms in 
the possession of certain citizens. Mr. 
Cosgrave opened the session by asking for 
infortnation on the point—how many fire- 
arms it was proposed to collect and how 
many it was proposed to leave “ uncol- 
jected ” 7—but the Minister for Justice 
appeared unwilling to go into the matter, 
or to explain why the Government had re- 
voked the licences of any people who were 
carrying arms for their own protection. it 
was not until late in ‘the evening that 
the House learnt the explanation—vr, 
rather, the explanations; for they were 
imany and various. One gathers, however, 
that the President dislikes the Nationa! 
Guard, and. that the proceedings were 
directed primarily against them. 
Mr. Cosgrave, taking up the subject 
again at nine o’clock before a Dail that 
was packed with deputies and spectators, 
said that these licences had been issued 
for the protection of the lives and pro- 
perty of certain people, and there was 
no suggestion that they had been mis- 
used. He put down the Government's 
curious action to an anxiety for providing 
a political sensation which would divert 
public attention, from the bungling of the 
economic sitnation. . i ! 
A long pause ensued. For the moment it 
almost seemed as if the Government were 
going to follow Brer Rabbit's plan of ‘laying 
ow and saying nuffin’.” n Mr. Rutt- 
‘jedge got ap and announced guilelessly that 
ia lot of fuss was being made about quite a 
small matter of routine. All that had 
happened, he assured his listeners, was that 
the police had decided to have a “stock-tak- 
ing’’ of the weapons at present held under 
licence. Besides, a number of those people had 
really no need of guns at all; in fact, they 
were in much greater safety »ithout arms 
than with them. 


UNCON VINCED. 


This simple explanatién made ro impression 
on Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, and even less on 
Mr. MacDermot, who said that it was obvious 
that the Government's supporters had ex- 
pected some demonstration of disapproval 
against the National Guard, -nd that the 
step had been taken for this reason. *‘ The 
story of the last few days,” he continued, “is 
almost too fantastic to be true.” and he went 
on to ask if it was seriously believed that 
such men as General O'Duffy, Mr. Blythe and 
Mr. McGilligan were a danger to the State by 
reason of having a revolver. The story of 
‘* stock-taking,”’ he said, would not deceive 
a baby. 

Mr. Costello wanted to know. why such a 
‘sudden decision had been arrived at in regard 
to “taking stock,” and why the explanation 
had not been given to the public, if it was

DUBLIN 
CONFERENCE 
CALLED. 


The Executive of the National Union of 
Railwaymen, the Press Association was 
informed at the headquarters of the 
Union in London yesterday, has convened 
a special conference of all the Irish 
branches both in the Free State and 
Northern Ireland in Dublin on Friday 
next, to review the terms of the settlement 
arising out of the recent Irish strikes.

The delegate conference alone will have 
power to take any necessary action.

AWAITING ITALIAN

MR. BLYTHE KEEPS HIS 
REVOLVER.

It was learned yesterday that the Civic 
Guards in certain cases are refusing to 
renew the firearms certificates . formerly 
held by persons whose arms have been 
collected within the past few days. In 
the case of owners of shotguns, however, 
renewals are being granted. 

Commandant E. J. Cronin, a prominent 
member of the National Guard, told an 
Irish Times representative yesterday that 
he had Mhuine i to the Superintendent of 
the Civic Guards in the Donnybrook area 
for a renewal of his firearms certificate. 
The renewal had been refused, and 
Commandant Cronin was told that he 
would have to surrender his revolver. 
This, however, he refused to do. 

Yesterday a detective again visited the 
house of Mr. Ernest Blythe, former 
Minister for Finance, and renewed the 
request for his revolver, at the same time 
handing him a form of application for 
renewal of the certificate. Mr. Blythe 
was further informed that protection 
would be given him in the form of an 
armed guard placed on his house and a 
detective ‘to go with him. Mr. Blythe 
pointed out that such protection would be 
rather ineffective, especially as he would 
probably have to travel a good deal by 
motor, and he could not always find 
transport accommodation for the guard. 

Mr. Blythe signed the form of applica- 
tion for renewal of his certificate, but did 
not surrender his revolver. The detective 
announced that he would probably call 
again to-day in connection with the 
matter. 

Police officers yesterday approached 
Deputies Gearoid O'Sullivan, General 
MacKoin and Osmond Esmonde at Leinster 
House in regard to the surrender of their 
revolvers. It is understood that Mr. 
O'Sullivan refused to surrender his 
weapon, but signed the form requesting a 
renewal of lis licence. 

Detectives and Civic Guards yesterday 
continued the collection of arms in various 
districts. In Cork Commandant Aherne, 
Cork Secretary of the National Guard, 
refused to surrender his revolver, and the 
detectives left. Commandant Aherne 
stated afterwards that he refused to part 
with his gun because he took it out under 
licence during the last general election 
campaign as the result of a threat on his 
life. The holding of the gun was a self- 
defensive measure. 

The Civic Guards in the various sub- 
districts of Leix collected arms held under 
permit on Monday night. It is under- 
stood that there were no refusals to give 
up the guns. i 

In the Drogheda district yesterday 
revolvers and automatic pistols were taken 
up, but no permits for shotguns and small 
calibre sporting rifles were revoked. 

Holders of revolvers in the Clonmel 
district have surrendered them.

Bombing squadrons Nos. 11 and 39, from 
Risalpur, are engaged in the fighting. 

Incendiary bombs are deemed useless at 
present, as the villages are made of mud, 
and there are no dry crops with the excep- 
tion’of fodder, which is kept underground. 


THE BRITISH BRIGADE. 


Meanwhile, the British brigade, which 
reached Dand yesterday on its way to sup- 
port the friendly Halimzai tribe against 
the threatened attack of the upper 
Mohmands, is proceeding to Galanoai to- 
day, about ten miles further up the 
Gandao valley. The headquarters of the 
Nowshera brigade have been established at 
Pirkala, on the Peshawar-Shabkadar road, 
a few miles south of Shabkadar. The duty 
of this brigade is to support the other one 
and maintain lines of communication.

A temporary code, providing for a forty- 
eight hour week in food shops and grocers’ 
shops, with a minimum wage of 14 to 15 
dollars a week, according to the size of 
the city, has been issued. The code lays 
down a forty-hour week for all other retail 
trades, with a minimum wage of 13 to 14 
dollars. .

operation. These firms are engaged in 
the clothing, furniture, hardware, food 
mail order, footwear and _ dry-goods 
trades. .

UNEMPLOYMENT 
RELIEF.

In a leading article on unemployment 
relief The Times observes: The need for 
central direction is patent. A very large 
proportion of the money given in relief 
will necessarily be derived from the 
National Exchequer so long as unemploy- 
ment is on anything like the present scale. 
But along with central direction . there 
may compatibly be a local administration 
exercising real discretion in individual 
cases, A local discretionary service is a 
valuable safeguard of equity and ceremony, 
even though in a large proportion of cases 
the assessment of need can be made with 
little formality. There will be well-defined 
eases, but it :: the remaining cases—those 
that do not fall into sharply differentiated 
classes—that will determine the success 
or failure of the scheme. A combination 
of central direction and local administra- 
tion is a well-tried method of conducting 
public services, and it has answered rc -son- 
ably well in very difficult initial circum- 
stances in the administration of transitional 
payments. The existence of a small number 
of depressed areas, gravely handicapped 
by the failure of the local industries, 
does not constitute a reason for treating 
all areas as though local government 
generally were threatened with break- 
down. Neither is the failure of a few 
authorities to apply the means test, a 
failure for which they have been super- 
seded, a reason for regarding other 
authorities as potential defaulters. 

The present system of central direction 
and local administration, adds The Times, 
is far from perfect, and changes inust be 
made. There are differences in adminis- 
tration not justified by local circum- 
stances, and the practices of adjacent 
places sometimes hoe sharp contrasts. 
At least two ways of correcting these 
anomalies are available. One is a more 
definite direction from the centre, and the 
other is the formation, where desirable, of 
larger areas of administration. In these 
ways, variations of practice can be 
smoothed out—uniformity is not desirable 
—and the advantages. of local administra- 


tion retained.

HOW BELGIUM MET THE 


DIFFICULTY. 
———— 


6&'TTHE Problems of Bilingualism’”’ 

were debated at a general meeting 
of the World Federation of Education 
Associations, held last evening in the 
Mansion House, Dublin. 

Dr. Paul Monroe, Presicent, touched 
lightly on the subject, and mentioned that 
the problems of bilingualism were almost 
world-wide and were to be met with freely 
in America, North and South. 

Speaking on “ National Bilingualism 
Through School Work,” Mr. W. J.. 


Williams, M.A., Lecturer in Education, 


said that 


University College, Dublin, 
it presents 


the language problem, as 
itself in Irish education, is without 
any exact parallel in the history 
of educational practice. This paper is 
confined to bilingual work in the schools 
of the Irish Free State. Í have endea- 
voured to avoid all contentious issues on 
a topic where such issues abound, and 
what I have to say is said in a. purely 
objective spirit, which limits itself to a 
description of facts. Moreover, I have not 
treated the subject from the standpoint of 
the technical methods of language teach- 
in. 

The position of the Irish language in 
the national ‘life, and therefore its school 
status, was determined by the Constitu- 
tion of the State, Article 4 reading as 
follows:—The national language of the 
Irish Free State is the Irish language, but 
the English language shall be equally 
recognised as an official language. Nothing | 
in this Article shall prevent special -pro- 
visions being made by Parliament for 
districts ‘or areas im which only one 
language is in use. 

This Article at one stroke, said the 
lecturer, transformed the whole status of 
the Irish language in relation to school 
work, transferring it from the region of 
platform patriotism to that of a practical 
school problem. It followed logically that 


| the national Department of Education had 


to undertake the task of implementing the 


| position thus assigned to the language. 
| As a consequence the schools were called 


upon to enter on a task of extreme diffi- 
culty—nothing less than the restoration, 
as a general medium of intercourse, of a 
tongue that for all practical purposes was 
unknown to the great majority of the 
people. 

Moreover, owing »to easily understood 
historical circumstances, the language had 
on its literary side no content at all 
adequate to modern cultural needs. There- 
fore, the duty imposed on the schools was 
one that bristled with difficulties from 
every angle of approach, not the least of 
which was the total absence of text-books 
in Irish suitable to anything beyond the 
most elementary stages of school-work. 
It is true that this difficulty was not in- 
superable, and might be regarded as no 
more then transient, given satisfactory 
progress in the extended use of Irish }¥ 
the geneial body of the people. ; 

By 1904 public opinion had grown teo 
strong to be resisted, and in that vear 
official sanction was given for bilingual 
schools in Irish-speaking districts, ‘ani 
rumbéred 239 when the new State was set 
up. In the period since 1921 the intensiv=- 
ness of the drive in favour of the use of 


5,600 metres, contained 23,000 bales of 


Irish, not merely as a subject of 
struction, but as the teaching language in 
the primary schools throughout the entire 
State, has continuously grown in strength. 
Changes in the personnel or party of 
government produce no change in educa- 
tional policy in this respect. 
THE KEY POSITION, 

So far as school work through Irish is 
concerned, the key position is, of course, 
the primary school. Upon its work depend 
the possibilities of its use in the other 
branches of education. Still. something 
must be said of its position in reference 
to these departments of our educational 
system. In the secondary schools the area 
of the use of Irish as the language of 
instruction is gradually . increasing. 
Special inducements are offered to the 
schools to progress in this direction. The 
use of Irish in university teaching is 
naturally more restricted in fact and’ in 
possibility. Many bitter things have been 
said, and continue to be said, by zealots 
on both sides, and the views of zealots 
afford but little aid where difficult 
practical problems have to be worked out. 

lo me it seems that the vast amount of 
energy spent on school work will be waste 
of effort unless the environment of the 
pupil outside school can be made to rein- 
force that work. Pupils, no matter how 
intensively trained to use Irish in school 
work, must inevitably lose its mastery. if 
the need for its use ceases when they leave 
the school bounds. The fact is that for 
the great majority of our school-going - 
people the ordinary instrument of extra- 
school intercourse is English. The 
language of the home for them is not the 
language they are acquiring, no matter 
how successfully, at school: and it is by 
no means certain that school work un- 
supplemented. by a favourable outside 
environment can accomplish a genuine 
revival, though it may help. to preserve 
a language or to slow down the process of 
decay. 

CASE OF BELGIUM. 

_ M. F. Smeyers spoke on ‘ Bilingualism 
in Belgium.’’ He explained that Belgium 
was bilingual on account of the existence 
of two different races—one, Flemish, liy- 
ing in the northern part of the country, 
and speaking Netherlandish ; the other, 
French or Walloon, and speaking French. 
Of the ‘eight million inhabitants, nearly 
five million spoke Flemish,. and the re- 
mainder spoke French. The vast majority 
of the people spoke one language only. 

Since the Middle Ages, and until 1830 
the. Belgian people had lived’ under a 
foreign yoke, and had been ruled by 
foreign princes and governors. Their in- 
fluence, and the influence of their ad- 
ministration, brought into being in. 
Klanders a _ French-speaking minority, 
which remained confined to members of 
the upper classes. When the present 
Belgian State came into existence all 
public administrations used French, al- 
though French and Flemish were given 
equal status by the Constitution. At a 
later stage a Flemish movement de- 
veloped, with the purpose of restoring to 
the Flemish tongue the fulness of its 
rights. 

After the Great War universal franchise 
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was granted. Since then the use of both 
national languages in the Army, in public 
administrations, and in educational insti- 
$utions had been regulated by new laws. 
_ The Army was now composed of Flemish 
and French units, and recruits’ were 
trained and commanded in their own lan- 
guage. All public administrations and 
services were now so organised” that 
Flemish was used in Flanders and French 
an Wallonia. In Brussels and a few other 
—— the local administration was 
bilingual. Thé central administrations 
Blso were bilingual, 

. in the primary; schools. children were 
taught through the medium of Flemish. in 
landers, and of French in Wallonia. The 
curriculum of secondary schools “included 
gn elementary knowledge of ihe other 
national language. The State University 
in Liége was French; the State Uni- 
versity in Ghent was Flemish. A law had 
been drafted +o regulate the use of 
languages in law courts, but had not yet 
been discussed in Parliament. 


OTHER COUNTRIES. 


A paper on.“ Bilingualism in’ Cata- 

Jonia,”’ by Professor A. Gali, Barcelona, 
was read by Mr. Ww. bi Mullarkey, B.A. 
_ Dealing with bilingualism in Wales, 
Mr. T. D. Davies, School Inspector, 
' Wales, said that their object was to teach 
every Welsh child not only its own 
language, but the English language to such 
an extent as to enable the child to com- 
pete with children educated in England. 
In the districts where Welsh was the 
spoken language the children were taught 
Welsh only un to the age of eight or nine. 
Then an intensive study of English began, 
and when the child left school he was 
well tau~ht, and able to write Welsh, or 
English with equal] facility. 

\t the beginning of the meeting the 
Polish Consul-General, M. Dobrinski, on 
behalf of his Minister of Education, ex- 
tended greetings. Poland, he said, took 
a deep and lively interest in the Con- 
ference. Since the recovery of her inde- 
rendence, Poland had become a strong 
supporter of the idea that the higher the 
standard of education, the nearer was the 
approach to the ideal of universal under- 
standing, peace and prosperity.

-The police 
are satisfied that a great number of 
people who have permits are people 
who are not in need of firearms, 
and with some the firearms are a greater 
danger than protection. 


THE RIGHT TO PROTECT. 


With regard to banks and individuals, 
the Minister said that the authority and 
right to protect were vested in the forces 
of the State. It was their duty to see 
that these people and their property would 
be protected. Every necessary step had 
been taken, and would be taken, in that 
direction. 

A statement had been made that the 
permit of the late Commissioner of Police 
had been revoked shortly after his guard 
was withdrawn. He was offered a guard 
who had entered the force during his own 
period of control, but he said that he 
would not have him. Individuals would 
not, and could not, be allowed to dis- 
criminate as to the personnel of the guard 
allowed to them.

DEPUTY AND MINISTER’S 
SPEECH. 


Mr. FitxtGERALD-KENNEY (C. na nG., 
Mayo) said that the pith of the Minister for 
Justice’s speech was that when certain per- 
sons had done their damndest the Government 
would throw the |':me on the Civic Guard, 
There was going to be no permit granted 
while the stock-taking was going on, in ordet 
to consider whether guns should or should 
not be given to certain persons to hold under 
licence. If that were the true explanation, 
why was it not ho to the public imme- 
diately. To put the case, as the Minister for 
Justice had put it now, was to treat the Civic 
Guards in a most appalling fashion, and 
especially.so was it in putting the imbecility 
of the proceedings that had been taken on 
the Commissioner of the Guards. 
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been shot down on the streets o 
Dublin without a chance to defend them- 
selves or a tae to. defend themselves. I 
am quite satisfied that such an event would 
be deplored by the President, but it seems to 
me that it is scarcely an adequate excuse for 
the Minister for J to say that the ve 
Commissioner wanted ‘to take stock of fire- 
arms in the hands of Jaw-abiding citizens, 
who had applied tor a permit, and citizens 
who placed themselves at the disposal of the 
State at all times. The Ministers for State 
on the Front Bench were under police pro- 
tection. 
Mr. MacENTEE—Never, and never had a 
un either, 
Mr. DILLON, continuing, said that com- 
petent police officers were required to certify 
that persons vequired firearms for their 
security and safety, and the suggestion was 
made that these certificates should be re- 
voked, because the Commissioner of Police 
wanted to take stock The President had 
stated in that House that he knew there were 
arms in the possession of many people in the 
country without authority, but that he was 
not going to look for them, because he did 
not believe he could get them. What did 
these men want arms for? They had in 
that country an unhappy memory, and he 
believed they were running the risk of a re- 
occurrence of unhappy things. There were 
two classes of people in possession of _ fire- 
arms—one, law abiding citizens, who asked 
for leave to have them, and, two, a class of 
persons who had arms without authority, and 
who refused even to ask for a licence. The 
latter class had a guarantee from the Presi- 
dent that the arms they were in possession 
of would not be looked for so long as they 
were not carried in public, but the persons 
who applied for permits for the purpose of 
defending Ea i had the weapons taken 
from them, in order that the Chief Com- 
missioner might take stock. 


CREATING A 
SENSATION. 


MR, MCGILLIGAN AND THE 
REVOCATION, 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (Cumann na nGaedh- 
eal, Nat. Univ.) said the Minister for Jus- 
tice, in giving the explanation that the Chief 
Commissioner wanted to take stock had made 
himself a laughing stock. A sensation had 
to be crea in order to get the public 
attention away from the breakaann of nego- 
tions that were recently going on with un- 
official Ea 
Mr. de Valera smiled, and Mr. McGilli- 
gan said:—Despite all the President's 
laugh, businessmen carried on these negotia- 
tions, and there were other negotiations car- 
ried on prior to Christmas, and the Ministry 
had to get some way out of the difficulty, 
and the rebuff they got, so sensation was 
their object. The Mister for Justice had 
heard of a three to one chance not tom- 
ing in, and this chance had not come in. 
Then the Ministry created the sensation of 
arms collected; there were stories current of 
raids for arms, and it was insisted that all 
this was to prevent a great outbreak of forces 
against the State, and so they had ‘to get 
the Chief Commissioner to revoke certificates 
or permits to carry rfiearms. But let them 
see the field they had before them to give 
a choice to revoke licences, 

Mr. McGilligan recited that» various 
reasons why certificates could be revoked, 
and commented that the Minister for Jus- 
tice had now said that they could apply to 
a Superintendent of the Garda for the re- 
newal of certificates, the same Superinten- 


The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE—I did 
not seek to blame the Commissioner. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY  (emphati- 
cally)—It was the effect of the whole of the 
Minister’s speech. 

He went on to sav that everybody knew 
that there were people in the State requiring 
oe cyte for their a and these per- 
sors were now to have these arms wantonly 
taken up; and were told they were simply 
stock-taking, and while that stock-taking 
was on banks and persons carrying large sums 
of money were to be left unprotected, and 
that condition would continue so long as the 
Minister’s allies and masters liked. Every- 
body knew what was behind the action taken, 


had to obey them. He had got his orders 
from the I.R.A., as he always did. 
There were persons who had no licence to 


carry guns, and there was not the slightest 


interference with them, and these persons 
had used revolvers to fire on the Guards and 
murder Superintendents of the Guards, 
but the Minister would not touch 
them. They were even. able to 
have Thompson guns, provided that they did 
not show them in public, and they would not 
apply for licences. They told the Minister 
that they did not want his permit, and down 
on his knees went the Minister. (Jeers on the 
Government benches.) 

That, declared Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, is 
the situation. A person is granted a firearms’ 
certificate for his protection at the discretion 
of a superintendent of the Guards, and it was 
nonesense and absurd to say that all the 
superintendents acted together in one night 
to remove these certificates from certain 
people all over the country. The Minister 
had descredited his high office by his attitude 
in the matter. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD, 


Mr. MacDERMOT (Centre Party, Roscom- 
mon) said that his diagnosis of the Govern- 
ment malady was slightly different from that 
of Deputy VitzGerald. Kenney. He did not 
believe they had taken action because ordered 
to do so by the LR.A., but he did believe 
they were making a final demonstration, 
because they felt impelled to do so by the 
coming into existence of the National Guard. 
(Government laughter.) He thought they felt 
that something was expected of them by their 
followers to show their disapproval and dislike 
of that body. He had not the least sympathy 
with militaristic display, and he was not im- 
pressed by the action that the Government 
had taken. In fact, the story seemed too 
fantastic, to be treated seriously, and Al 
waited patiently for some indication 
from the Government as to what it 
all meant. It was also unnecessarily 
secret, and it was. rather difficult 
to form a judgment about the whole business 
when they did not know something about the 
number of arms unlicensed in the country and 
the number licensed. 

It seemed senseless that a class of people 
like General O'Duffy, General Mulcahy, and 
Mr. Blythe should be called on to deliver up 
revolvers; for not a single person in the 
country could say that their possession of 
revolvers was any danger to the public peace 
or to the State. The Government had covered 
itself with ridicule by what it had done, and 
no intelligent explanation had been given, and 
the talk about stock-taking would not deceive 
a baby. The Government had made itself 
supremely ridiculous by what it had done in 
the matter of these guns. 


PUBLIC ALARM. 


Mr. COSTELLO (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Dublin County) said that he was interested 
in the uneasiness, alarm, and resentment 
created in the public mind during the last 
few days by this precipitate action of the 
Government, He had on many occasions 
called attention to the fact that Govern- 
ment policy was creating insecurity and un- 
rest, and this further manifestation of that 
policy was calculated to impress on the public 
mind a feeling of alarm and uneasiness. He 
agreed with Deputy MacDermot that the so- 
called explanation of the Minister for Justice 
would not deceive a baby, and he knew one 
member of that House who had paid the 5s. 
fee for a renewal certificate to keep in pos- 
session of a revolver. The certificate was 
ranted, but withdrawn on the following day.

WHAT THE PRESIDENT 
SAID. 


They had these proceedings notwithstanding 
the Minister's and the Attorney-General’s 
famous exploit in Green street with his famous 
Official Secrets case.’ The judge: in that case 
had taken a word from a witness, that the 
matters at issue were tripe, “and I suppose, 
said Mr. McGilligan, “that these proceedings 
can be described as the cowheel.’’ 

He went on to quote from the Dail debates 
of Angust 5 and questions put as to the 
LR.A. organising, drilling and arming, and 
the President's answer to that question was 
that they were not going to allow arms to 
come in or to allow parades with arms, but 
they were not going to get out after the arms 
that were in the hands of individuals at the 
present time, and the reason given for that 
was that it was not in the public interest that 
that should be done, Jt was not in the public 
interest to pet arms that were admitted by 
the President to be illegally held, but on the 
dist July this year it was in the public in- 
terest to get arms for which there was a 
certificate and the pérsons holding them were 
known to the Government. 

Mr, McGILLIGAN went on to refer to the 
Captain Gavan raid case in November: last, 
and strongly criticised. the action of the 
Attorney-General in relation to it. He also 
called attention to the circumstances of other 
cases that had arisen, and said that it was 
in the public interest that people who applied 
for arms and only got them on the certificate 
of a Superintendent that he was satisfied that 
they had good reason to have them, and that 
they were not going to be a danger to the 
public -by having them, should not have their 
urms taken from them, 

At this point there were remarks from the 
Government benches that Deputy McGilligan’s 
speech was drawn out to prevent any reply 
being given.

THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 


They had, said President de Valera, people 
there who talked about the will of the people, 
who had put people to death in the name of 
the pecple, and the moment they were out 
of office they immediately started an 
organisation to create a force which, when 
they thought the time was ripe, was going to 
set the people’s will aside. He referred to 
a statement attributed to the ex-Minister 
for Finance in the organ supporting 
the Government of the day, that the Army 
would be the judges as to whether the 
people’s Government was acting correctly. or 
not. 

They in that Government would protect 
themselves and the people, and the trust 
reposed in them by the people would be given 
back to give to any other people they thought 
right to give it to do, and that right would 
be defended against everyone. 


THE DANGER POINT. 


While they were anxious to give the 
greatest amount of latitude to everyone, there 
was a certain danger point beyond which 
they could not allow that liberty to go, and 
they were satisfied that they had approached 
that point at which they intended to take 
action, and see that the authority of the 
elected Government was going to be 
maintained. In that he was certain 
that every true citizen was going to stand 
behind the Government, and to see that no 
new dictators from any side would be allowed 
to rise against the Government. The first 
step was to take stock of arms that were 
held by certificate and with the permission 
of the Government: - An interval. would 
elapse, and in that interval any protection 
that thé State could give ‘to individuals or 
property would be given. 

They knew the circumstances. in which arms 
had been given out in the past, and that a 
large numer who pretended they had permits 
had not permits. They knew that a large 
number of arms were in the hands oí the 
supporters of the gentlemen opposite, and 
the Government: were determined that no 
people on either side should bear arms. If 
arms were hidden it was. not easy to 
get them. He said that if they had 
given notice oftheir intention he ‘thought 
some of the revolvers that they got would 
have been missing.

not ?, 
NO PRIVATE ARMS. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that that was the 
mentality they had got on the Opposition 
side, who tried to attribute to the Govern- 
ment what they themselves thought, They 
were determined to see that people should not 
have private arms in this country on either 
side, and that anyone who had arms would 
have to have the express permission of the 
Government. They were not in co-operation 
with General O’ Duffy, and if any sensation 
was created he would say that it was that 
gentleman who sought to create it.

Mr. DILLON said it was important that 
the President would let the country know

Mr. DE VALERA said that their present 
existence was a continuation of the Irish 
Volunteers formed twenty years ago, and 
as time went on, and -as many of their 
ób'acts were attained, the reason for the 
1.4, A, would disappear.

MEDICAL MEN'S. 
POSITION. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 
OF COMMITTEE.

HE report of the Committee on the 
Medical. kianches of the Defence Ser- 
- vices was issued to-day. Its princ.pal 
recommendations ure :— 
1..IThe medical services should be re- 
organised on Jimes designed at the same time 
to improve materially the professional oppor. 
tunity which a career in the services offers, 
and to add miaterially to its economic ad. 
vantages. - k. s j 
2. Professional opportunity should be im- 
proved (a) PY eliminating from the establish- 
ments to the greatest degree: possible posts 
which provide insufficient professional oppor- 
tunity and thus increasing the proportion of 
an officer’s career’ spent in posts which give 
interesting profcssional work, and particwarly 
in hoapúal pose (b) by adopting an 
organisation allowing of a larger proportion 
of officers specialising and of their spending 
a longer period of their career jn specialist 
work; (c) by improving pig un cona of 
continuing .in professional, as distinct from 
administrative, work as an officer rises to the 
higher ranks. 
. The economic advantages of a service 
career should be improved (a) by increasing 
the length of the career; (b) by lowering the 
ages at which promotion to successive ranks 
takes place; (c) by increasing the proportion 
of officers promoted to the higher ranks, and 
thus the proportion of officers who retire on 
the higher pensions appropriate to those 
ranks; (d) by easing and re-distributing the 
burden of overseas service and service afloat. 
4. The normal annual cost of the medica! 
services, organised, as they were, when we 
commenced our investigation, should not be 
increased by this re-organisation, 
5. The reorganisation should be such as to 
strengthen the position of the Services on 
mobilisation. 


THE MAIN STEPS. 


The main steps, varying somewhat as 
between the different Services, by which the 
reorganisation which we recommend should 
be effected, are as follows :— : 
1. The establishments of the Services 
should be reduced to a degree varying 
between the different Services, but approxi- 
mating to 1% per cent. in each case. The 
main means by which this reduction should 
be effected are :—(a) By making greater use 
of civil medical facilities for the care of small 
bodies of personnel, and (b) by withdrawing 
the second medical officer from units for 
which, on strictly professional grounds, one 
medical officer would suffice. he primary 
factor in determining the establishment 
should be the strictly professional require- 
ments of each post. Non-professional factors 
should be given due weight, but should only 
over-ride the primary factor when that is 
shown to be essential, Particular attention 
should be paid, in allocating medical officers, 
to the factor of insurance against the risk of 
accident, but a degree of insurance out of 
scale with real needs and with the standard 
accepted as satisfactory in civil life should 
be demanded. 
The ages of compulsory retirement should 
be such as to allow of all officers who are 
given the expectation of a life career serving 
at least until the age of 55. A large majorit 
should be enabled to serve till the age of 57, 
and a minority at the age of 60. The average 
ages at which promotion takes place should 
be those at which officers become ripe for 
higher responsibilities. The present average 
ages of promotion jn the Army and Air Force 
are too high, and should be considerably re- 
duced. | 

All officers selected for life careers_in the 
services should be suitable for promotion to 
the rank of surgeon-captain, colonel or group 
colonel or .wing-commander, and a _ large 
majority should be suitable for promotion to 
the rang of sudgeon-captain, colonel or group 
captain, The organisation of the services 
should be such as to make these wee poder apa 
of poavee actually available, and available 
of he reduced promotion ages contemplated 
above,

EIGHT SHOT IN BRUSH 
WITH SHERIFF.

BROWNSVILLE (PENNSYLVANIA), 

' Tuesday. 

Sixteen people have been taken to hospital, 
victims of bullets and tear gas, as the result 
of clashes between strike pickets and deputy 
sheriffs in this great coal-mining area, where 
aver 30,000 miners are on strike, 

The men are demanding recognition of their 
union, the United Mine Workers of America, 
which most owners refuse to grant. Eight 
men were shot and wounded, two seriously, 
this. mornjng in brushes between strikers and 
sheriffs at Star Junction and neighbouring 
mines. , Three others were injured by stones 
and five burned with tear gas. 

The skirmish at Star Junction left the road 
littered with cartridge cases, while several 
houses near by were scarred by bullets. 

The strikers assert that several womei and 
children in the crowd were among the 
sufferers from tear was, and that a bullet 
narrowly missed a baby in one home.

BRITISH WHEAT. 


INCREASE IN QUOTA 
PAYMENT. 

The British Ministry of Agriculture 
announces an increase in the amount of 
the wheat quota payments. In conse- 
quence of the much larger area under 
wheat in the United Kingdom in 19335— 
1,743,950 acres, as against 1,543,160 acres 
in 1932, an increase of 30 per cent.—and 


also because of an expected increase in the 


yield per acre, the quantity of home- 
grown millable wheat likely to qualify for 
deficiency payments is very substantially 
higher than it was in the first vear of 
the operation of the Wheat Act.

THE REVISION OF 
CONSTITUENCIES. 


In reply to Mr. GRATTAN ESMONDE

POTATO DISEASE. 


Mr. F. LYNCH (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
erry) asked the Minister for Agriculture 
(a) whether his department has received any 
complaints that a peculiar potato disease has 
attacked the district of Maharees, Castle- 
gregory; (b) whether any investigation has 
been made as to the nature of the disease, 
and whether any remedy has been found for 
it, and whether any steps have been taken 
to recoup the growers in that district for 
their serious losses, and whether anything 
has been done to check the spread of the 
disease. 

The reply was that investigations have 
been made by the department, and that it 
was believed that the disease was due not 
to a single cause, but to several causes, and 
mainly to the presence of parasites in the 
soil, the development of which had been fos- 
tered by continual growing of potatoes - in 
the same soil year after year over a great 
number of years. Experiments have failed 
to discover a specific remedy for the disease. 
The department had supplied fresh seed 
otatoes at specially reduced rates, and have 
introduced barley into the district with a 
view to encouraging farmers to adopt a pro- 
per system of rotation of crops. A special 
officer has been appointed to the district 
to provide advice and assistance to farmers 
in the cultivation of the potato crop. As the 
disease is soil borne, its spread is unlikely.
